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PE: What is Boneshaker Books and how 
did you get started? 

Boneshaker Books is an all-volunteer inde¬ 
pendent bookstore in the Seward neighbor¬ 
hood of Minneapolis. We were founded by 
a collective of seven people who decided it 
was a necessary project for the Twin Cities. 
It took us a year of planning and fundraising, 
but we opened this past January. 

PE: What was the inspiration to open this 
shop? 

All of the founding and current collective 
members at one time or another volunteered 
at Arise! Bookstore .which closed in May of 
2010. While Arise! was very important to a 
lot of folks, it had run its course. Our group 
realized we had learned many lessons that 
could inform creating a successful volunteer- 
run bookstore. We were inspired by places 
like Bluestockings and Vox Pop in New York, 
Mondragon in Winnipeg, Boxcar Books in 
Bloomington, IN (who also house a prison 
book project program, like we do) and Mod¬ 
ern Times in San Francisco. 

One thing we wanted to avoid was compro¬ 
mising our vision on what the space should 
be like. We COULD have opened in a dank 
basement on some side street, but that 
would have done our visitors and authors 
a huge disservice. It is important that we’re 
able to showcase our unique and handmade 
publications and give them the space they 
deserve. So we made an effort to find and 
cultivate a space that was convenient, wel¬ 
coming and warm, and to build beautiful, 
custom furniture where we could afford to. 
Zines, for instance, are inherently unique, 
and giving them a spotlight in the store per¬ 
fectly sets the tone for what we’re all about. 

PE: Is Boneshaker collectively run? 

Yes! That was a no-brainer for us. We’re still 
sussing out whether we’ll have committee ro¬ 
tation and other fine points. Right now since 
we’re so new, each collective member is re¬ 



ally pitching in where they are strongest. For 
instance, Tom runs a small business, so he’s 
doing our accounting. Clay is an ironworker, 
so he’s been in charge of building cool stuff 
for the store (shelves, signage, etc.) Amanda 
is a web developer, so she does a lot of the 
web marketing things as well a yet-to-be- 
unveiled website. But we also believe that 
being part of a collective means stepping 
outside your comfort zone and learning new 
things, and that will come with time. 

PE: Where did the idea of bicycle deliv¬ 
ery come from, and how is that program 
going? 

I think someone said it as a joke at one of 
our meetings and after a moment’s reflec¬ 
tion, we thought, “Hey, that’s not a bad 
idea...” We have delivered around 40 books 
by bicycle so far. It’s certainly a service that 
is more appealing in the winter months. Our 
first few deliveries were in the dead of winter, 
but we’ve got some hardcore bikers on the 
delivery crew who live for the challenge. We 
hope the word spreads and we start getting 
them more regularly! 

PE: Did you find it difficult or frightening 
to open a bookstore in a climate where 
so many brick and mortar operations are 
closing? 

Yes, we thought about that a lot. There are 
a few things there. First of all, we aren’t 
competing with Amazon. Our customers 
come to our store for the thoughtfulness of 
our selection and for the community embed¬ 
ded in our space. Let Barnes and Noble and 
Amazon fight it out-we’ll just keep quietly fill¬ 
ing our shelves with good books that people 
can touch. Secondly, we’re all-volunteer, 
so our overhead is much lower than a for- 
profit independent bookstore. In a way, we’re 
like a co-op in which community members 
pool together to provide this resource that 
we probably wouldn’t have otherwise. Be¬ 
fore opening, we crafted very conservative 
projections, being realistic about how we 
thought our sales would go. So far, we’ve 
stuck very close to it.

Radical bookstores could 
certainly benefit from sharing knowledge on 
those kinds of changes in trends.

YOU SHOULD KNOW... 

So you have a bigger-scale DIY project idea 
and you know it will be awesome. But you 
need to raise a bunch of cash in a fucked up 
economy that is making people less likely to 
donate to cool things. 

1. Write a plan. Even if your project isn’t a 
traditional business, it’s worth taking a look 
at the free templates online for writing a busi¬ 
ness plan. They can be adapted as needed. 
SCORE, a free small business mentor¬ 
ing program, has good ones that include 
spreadsheets for making precise budgets 
and projections. Banks often like to glance 
at these before they even bother reading all 
your grandiose plans! 

Once you have something written, have 
people read it. The grandfather of one of our 
collective members (Maggie) was a SCORE 
mentor, so he gave us a lot of advice on 
shaping our wording to language bank peo¬ 
ple can understand. We also got some “real 
talk” from another business development 
counselor (who was not the only advisor to 
think our plan odd ... “You are all volunteer? 
It’s a 7-person collective? You don’t plan 
on making money?”). It was a bitter pill to 
swallow, but he was the first person to tell 
us that we would need to revise our original 
plan. But he did appreciate that we made a 
very CONSERVATIVE budget. Don’t overes¬ 
timate how much you will make, and don’t 
underestimate how much you need to raise 
and/or borrow. 

2. Make a list of what you need to make your 
project a success. What are you willing to 
compromise on? What won’t you compro¬ 
mise on? Know how much money you abso¬ 
lutely need to retain your vision ~ and don’t 
try to start if you haven’t met your goal. It’s a 
path to failure. (Obviously, keep records of 
who has donated what so you can refund or 
partially refund their money if the project nev¬ 
er comes to fruition. You don’t need to men¬ 
tion this possibility to the donors, though.) 

3. Think about how talk to potential donors. 
This is a big one. It’s easy to email or Face- 
book your friends a general plea. Try to talk 
in person or on the phone with potential do¬ 
nors. 

When you talk to these potential donors, 
assume support. Thank them in advance 
for whatever they are able to do, but if you 
sense hesitation, don’t push. Be real; if you 
are, your passion will show through, and 
people will want to help make it happen. Just 
make sure to ASK. Even if you throw out a 
ridiculously large suggested donation at first, 
just to test the waters. You never know! 

Prepare for these conversations in ad¬ 
vance: anticipate questions, tailor your dis¬ 
cussion points to what you think might be 
most appealing to them, and PRACTICE, 
even if it makes you feel like a loser. Also, 
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at Arise! Bookstore,which closed in May of 
2010. While Arise! was very important to a 
lot of folks, it had run its course.

I’m writing in response to the letter “You’ve 
Been a Bad Bad Bitty” in P.E. #62, from Mic, a 
concerned punk who had a scathing message for 
Bitty (snake keeper) and a “fuck off to all of the 
punx “owning” an animal!” 

On the surface, and in an ideal and overly 
simplistic world, I would probably tend to agree 
with Mic. Unfortunately no issue is ever quite so 
simple, black and white and clear cut (and thank 
the Mother for that else we’d all be bored to 
death!). 

Mic asserted that the best possible thing 
that Bitty could do for the snake in question was 
to simply return it to its natural environment, tag¬ 
ging Bitty as an exploiter of animals and a cruel 
jailer. But as Dan pointed out in response, these 
animals cannot so simply be reintroduced to their 
natural enviroment once domesticated. For one 
thing, they sadly may have never experienced 
a natural environment, being bred into captiv¬ 
ity and for another, returning a domesticated 
animal to a wild environment, natural or other¬ 
wise, would ensure the death of this animal who 
is no more acclimated to living the wild life than 
the bourgeois family of five living next door. TO 
simply abandon these animals on the roadsides 
of their native countries would be far more cruel 
than giving them the best possible captive life 
that can be provided for them. 

Dan pointed out that all the animals living 
in the P.E. house are adopted and/or rescued 
animals, and this is the most compassionate 
thing that sincere, loving and compassionate 
person could do for these animals. Just s with 
cats and dogs, there are always reptiles and 


other exotics in need of a good, safe home and 
a capable keeper. Don’t get me wrong, our cold 
blooded reptilian ancestors by no means need 
our love and companionship, but once brought 
into captivity, are no longer able to live a natural 
life and are dependent upon a competent human 
to provide them a safe and healthy means to live 
out their lives. Don’t support the pet industry and 
never purchase a critter from a pet store. There 
are plenty of reptile and small animal adoption 
and rehabilitation organizations, and I suggest 
that you contact your nearest Herpetological So¬ 
ciety for more information. 

Keeping these a living animal under your 
care is a tremendous responsibility that should 
never be undertaken lightly. Research the animal 
in question and it’s care and lifestyle needs thor¬ 
oughly and ensure that you are willing and able 
to do everything that needs to be done to facili¬ 
tate those needs. Some critters, such as certain 
sub-species of South American Horned Frog do 
terribly in captivity, while other similar species do 
remarkably well and are easily cared for. If for 
whatever reason you absolutely must purchase a 
reptile or other exotic creature, make absolutely 
certain that the animal was captive bred, never 
purchase a captive hatched, “farm raised,” or 
wild caught animal. Wild caught animals most of¬ 
ten undergo some of the most horrific conditions 
when captured and shipped. Just as with cats 
and dogs, the reptile industry poses a number of 
problems ranging from animal exploitation to en¬ 
vironmental damage, not to mention the neglect¬ 
ful consumers who hoard, neglect and otherwise 
improperly care for their wards.

long and complex history, reaching back to some 
of the earliest days of human activity. Some 
have argued that it may possibly be a natural 
human behavior to take on animals as helpers 
and companions, certainly such symbiotic rela¬ 
tionships are seen elsewhere in nature. Many 
domesticated animals, such as cats, dogs and 
chickens have been domesticated for so long, 
a natural existence no longer exists for them. 
Some animals, such as the Mexican Axolotl ( 
type of Slamander) tragically no longer have a 
natural habitat to inhabit and survive exclusively 
in captivity (in the unfortunate case of the Axolotl, 
mostly as lab animals), while others just have no 
place in captivity at all as far as I’m concerned 
(the often ill-cared for and abandoned Iguana 
comes to mind). It is not the keeping of animals 
in and of itself that is wrong, but how the animals 
are procured, kept and cared for as well as the 
motivations of their keepers.

It was a fun night, and we raised quite a 
bit of money -- but remember to balance the 
stress of organizing a large event with how 
much it will benefit you. Keep it simple, and 
make sure it will be worth your while. 

6. Some projects may require loans in ad¬ 
dition to donations. Instead of wasting time 
(and money) at the bank, go back to your 
more generous donors, and offer them an 
opportunity to invest. We offered lenders a 
decent return on their loan, and could guar¬ 
antee they could get their money back out if 
everything went south. In the end, it felt re¬ 
ally good that our project was funded almost 
entirely by community members. 

Another option to consider is microlend¬ 
ing; this may require an individual to present 
their credit score and put their name on the 
line. Similarly, credit cards are also an option, 
though the interest rates are not desirable. 
They are one of the easiest ways to get cash 
flow for a new business, but as with any loan 
situation, have a plan for how you will pay 
it off. 

Don’t lose site of your goal, and always re¬ 
member to thank your donors often! 
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Hey ponks. I’m revisiting something that I 
wrote that never got printed. This was written 
for PE 58, when we decided to go digital. I feel 
like the time is right for sharing this, so read on. 

My name is Jeremy and I’m an alcoholic. 

Punks like to say shit like that, it’s a part 
of our culture. We have songs and records 
devoted to drinking, so do the civilians but it’s 
so ingrained in everything we do. 

Punk is about rebellion and one of the first 
things all kids do to rebel is to sneak that 
first drink. There is a kind of thrill when 
you’re young and you discover the kick that 
booze gives you. That euphoric sense of 
superhuman awesome-ness; followed by 
projectile vomiting. 

I didn’t like booze particularly when I was 
younger. My dad was an alcoholic, though 
I only saw him drunk twice in my life it was 
enough to keep me away from it for years. 

My dad also got me into punk. My life has 
been spent chasing rebellion and punk was 
the one form I’ve felt most passionate about. 
Everything about it appealed to me. The 
music, the politics, the fancy dress and snappy 
hair-dos. Punk was the shit. Now when I went 
full bore, balls out punk I wasn’t a drinker. I 
liked amphetamines and acid. Shit, I LOVED 
acid, but the punks around me all drank and 
eventually I caved and started drinking too. I 
found that I enjoyed being drunk. Everything 
was funnier and though I’ve never had any 
inhibitions, drinking melted other peoples’ 
inhibitions and they became more fun to be 
around. 

I was nineteen when I (and other people) 
started to notice there might be a problem. I 
didn’t drink every day, but I blacked out nearly 
every time I drank. I would be fine for most of 
the night, and then I’d be completely WASTED 
on the turn of a dime. I didn’t turn into a 
superasshole, or get all violent I just became 
like a sleepwalker... I think. It’s been described 
to me dozens of times, but honestly I couldn’t 
tell you. I’ve seen photos of me while I was in 
the throes of a blackout, and I look quite dead. 
My eyes are hollow and it’s like my soul was 
erased, but being that I was in a blackout, well 
I just don’t remember. 

My drinking career continued unabated until 
I was 21. The first time the consequences 
of my actions caught up with me. I was in a 
committed relationship with a young woman

I quit for the duration of her pregnancy. As 
soon as my son was born everything changed 
for me again and it was like I was reborn. My 
whole life revolved around my new family 
and I was excited for life, but there was this 
nagging impulse to drink that I just couldn’t 
shake. I started drinking a bit and by my son’s 
third month on this planet I was in the grip of 
a nearly uncontrollable compulsion. On the 
day that I snapped, I drank everything in the 
house...EVERYTHING. Over the period of 
a day I consumed 12 Becks, one half pint 
Whiskey, one half bottle wine, and the remains 
of a bottle of Aquavit. A lot of booze for a fella 
my size. (5’10” 140 lbs.) 

When I was confronted at three in the 
morning I was dinking around with a lightswitch 
by my side of the bed, trying not to wake my 
wife and son. I passed out and when I came 


stashed around the house to replace what 
I was sneaking so no one would catch on. I 
started blacking out a lot again and waking in a 
panic. My wife started getting pissed that I was 
so pissed all the time, and I started trying to 
quit... but I couldn’t this time. I tried going to AA 
meetings but I felt like something was missing 
and I was miserable when I was sober. I went 
to a therapist for a while who specializes in 
chemical dependency and that wasn’t working 
either. The drinking kept getting worse and I 
was getting more depressed. 

I was isolating myself from friends, I realized 
this when I ran into a friend who I used to see 
at shows and around town from time to time 
and he commented that he hadn’t seen me in 
a year. I was drinking to get to sleep at night, 
and the worst part is I was promising to take 
my son to car shows and other fun things but 
getting too drunk the night before to take him, 
he eventually quit asking me for so much as 
a glass of water. One night just before PE 57 
went to print, I went to a friend’s house for a 
couple beers, I was already drunk when I 
arrived and ended up staying too long. I was 
WAY too drunk to walk but I got into my car 
anyway and drove home. 

When I came to the next morning I smiled 
through my earth shaking hangover to greet 
my long suffering family when I was made 
aware that if I didn’t do something they were 
leaving. I’d heard this a few times before but 
for some reason I really felt like thistime it was 
for real. I knew that if I didn’t do something 
now, I was going to lose everything. 

I called my office and told them that I was 
checking myself into rehab. They were very 
supportive and then I called Dan. I’d been 
helping around the PE office for a while and I 
knew that there was a lot of stuff going on and 
I wasn’t going to be around to help out.

My loose ends were tied up so I called my 
mom, a nurse and told her what was going 
on. She recommended a hospital close to my 
house with a good reputation for clearing the 
drunkards mind, so since I was heading off to 
rehab...no sense in going sober right? I took 
a big ol pull off the bottle of wine in the kitchen 
and hoofed it to the clink. 

I spent an hour in the waiting room before 
I was taken to the CD unit and given an 
evaluation and a breathalyzer. Well, they 
said, I’m clearly an alcoholic, and I was clearly 
drunk, but they don’t accept my insurance so 
I’ll have to go somewhere else...as soon as 
I sober up. 

Well that will never do, I got on the phone and 
called a representative from my insurance 
company. I found out that the hospital where 
my mom works IS covered by my insurance 
and I’m thinking that being locked up in a 
building in close proximity to some familial love 
is just the thing I need. I called my sister, also 
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be a little cranky too. 

I think she was expecting me to be some 
sort of self righteous AA book thumper or 
something. When she saw that that wasn’t the 
case she warmed immediately to me. We’ve 
grown closer than we’ve been in a long time 
and my son will finally ask me for a glass of 
water. He also knows that when I say we’re 
going to do something it’ll happen. 

Sobriety works for me. I’m a sober punk, not 
straight edge. I don’t like rules that much and 
I really like to smoke. Maybe one day I’ll give 
that up too but I’m cool right now. 

I Not only is substance abuse prevelent in 
the punk community and it’s also accepted. 
We’ll never be a threat to anything but our 
livers if we don’t start to take care of ourselves 
and one another. Not everyone who drinks 
is an alcoholic, I know a load of people who 
drink and they have no problem at all but if you 
have a problem please get help. It’s the best 
thing I’ve ever done, not just for me but for the 
people I love.

we made it as far as Lawrence, Kansas. 

Lawerence was a great town. Lots of nice 
people, shows all the time, and a town with a 
positive drinking attitude. My friend once got a 
40 just by commenting that the coolers in our 
favorite LQ kept the 40’s at the perfect temp. 
This is the town for a boozer! 

The problem was that I never, EVER dealt 
with the fact that I was severely depressed. 

I always looked happy, but I was a wreck. It 
came out a lot when I was drunk. Crying jags, 
mood swings and the fact that it often took no 
more than a few beers to get me wasted. 

My depression in Lawrence came to a 
crescendo when my house mates quit paying 
the light bills, opting instead to buy speed 
with the money we gave them, and it turned 
out that the rent wasn’t getting to the landlord 
either. Now despite my tendency to be a 
completely useless drunkard, I managed to 
pay my rent and bills. Even if I blew off my 
shift from time to time, people liked me and 
didn’t want to fire me, so I was LIVID when 
my housemates weren’t living up to their 
responsibilities...fuckers. I quit staying at my 
house, and instead stayed drunk with my Okie 
friends. We indulged in incredible drinking 
bouts. Putting away cases of 40’s and gallons 
of vodka, whiskey and bottles of Everclear. 
We weren’t drinking the good stuff very often 
either. Natty Ice was often the beer of choice 
and whatever nasty ass hard booze we could 
get on the cheap (or steal) was the drink of 
choice. It’s really quite amazing any of us can 
still do anything at all. 

The day after Halloween of ‘97 I left town 
and went back to the Twin Cities. Since I’d left, 
my mother had shacked up with a dude and 
they were living in the eastern suburbs. Not far 
from Minneapolis, but far enough away that I 


wife and son. I passed out and when l came 
to, there was a note pinned to the bed, and 
it said that if I didn’t quit drinking, they would 
never come back. 

I was crushed. I couldn’t imagine my life 
without them, and I would do anything to 
keep them in my life. I started researching 
AA meetings in St. Paul and found one up the 
street. 

I walked up to this big ass church on Summit 
Avenue in St. Paul and it was filled with 
people so I didn’t feel too strange. I really felt 
anonymous until I saw someone that I knew 
coming up the aisle of this room. It was my 
sister. She’d just started going to AA. Shit! I 
didn’t even know she’d had an issue with the 
drink. We drank together a lot, and I always 
thought she was one of those people who 
could drink and keep their shit together. We 
drank together one night and she had to move 
the next day. She got her shit together to move 
but I was WAY too sick to help. She was as 
shocked to see me there as I was her. 

I told my story in the meeting and it was 
pretty good. It felt good to unload some of this 
shit with people who might understand where 
I’m coming from but it also felt a little weird with 
the god aspect and there were some REALLY 
self righteous motherfuckers hanging out in 
that place. 

When I went home that night, I didn’t feel so 
bad about not drinking, well physically I was 
wrecked and a bit shaky, but I knew I had a 
reason to stay sober and my family meant 
more to me than anything. 

I decided not to go back to AA but I stayed 
sober for four years. 

I started living again! I went to school and 
was working at home as the caretaker for our 
apartment complex, being the stay at home 
dad for my bouncing baby boy and getting 
back into punk rock. Eventually I started 
volunteering at PE and getting involved with 
other groups, getting a job in radio, something 
I’ve always had a passion for I was living a 
really good life. Things were great when I took 
that first drink and since I didn’t go off the deep 
end right away I figured that being sober for 
such a long time, I must have magically been 
granted a reprieve from my former alcoholism. 
It wasn’t bad that first year. My wife and I went 
out from time to time and got loopy. I didn’t get 
drunk enough to have a hangover for a long 
time and people noted that “Drunk Jeremy” 
could be pretty fun! SWEET!! I can drink again 
and people like me!! 

Well it was last summer (2008) when 
things started going pear shaped. After the 
honeymoon period of mellow boozing I started 
drinking every day. A six pack a day to start 
and then I started adding wine and when 
that wasn’t doing it I started adding swigs of 
vodka to help out. When the Vodka bottle we 
keep in the kitchen was getting noticeably 
low I figured I’d better keep a couple bottles 
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employed in the healthcare field, and asked 
her to pick me up and shuttle me to the other 
hospital. We chain smoked the whole time. 
My smokes were going to be confiscated so I 
figured getting as much nicotine in my system 
now would be a very helpful thing indeed. 

While I was waiting for a bed to open I got a 
call from a man I’d never met before. Well, I 
didn’t remember meeting him. Apparently I hit 
his car the evening before. He was acquainted 
with some punks and he decided not to get the 
authorities involved in this situation. He let me 
go. We made an arrangement for me to pay 
restitution to him to fix his car when I got out. I 
will be forever grateful to this man. 

I checked into the North 2 Chemical 
Dependency Unit. I’m not going to bore 
you with all the details of my self imposed 
incarceration just now, that’s for another time, 
but I foundthe tools I need to help me put my 
life back in order. 

The week I spent in inpatient rehab was 
easily one of the best weeks of my life. I was 
surrounded by people who have the same 
issues with substances that I do and I was able 
to focus on my recovery. I also re-discovered 
AA. The meetings in here weren’t like the 
ones outside, there was no preaching. Some 
of these people, like me were not Christians. 
The whole purpose of AA is to get people 
sober. But it’s not just about not drinking, it’s 
about changing your life and the way you live 
it. Alcoholics are selfish creatures and we 
need to change the way we live. Helping other 
people in our situation is key to sobriety, so is 
finding something greater than your self in this 
world. I’m still not a Christian, Jew, Buddhist, 
Hindu etc. But I have what they call a higher 
power, For me it’s the realization that I’m a 
part of something that’s greater than myself. 
Being a dad, a husband and a member of this 
community is bigger than me. In order to be 
a functioning participant in these relationships 
and give back what I get from these people I 
need to stay sober. 

Now the only other thing on my mind was 
will my family be there when I get out? I 
didn’t know this. My wife was pissed the day 
I checked myself in and it took days for her to 
say much more to me than “HI” before passing 
the phone to my son. That was the only hard 
part of being binned up. Not knowing what 
was going to happen with my family when I 
got out. 

I was released on a Friday and I was sitting 
outside the hospital sharing a smoke with a 
friend when my phone rang. It was my wife 
and she wanted to pick me up. What could 
I say? I asked where she wanted to meet 
and she picked me up. I could tell there was 
some serious tension. I tried my best to be 
all nonchalant, but shit we’ve been drinking 
together for years, she was un-cool with AA, 
and here I am just out of treatment... I’d prolly 
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an ice cube in the unforgiving August sun-we 
would find a way. 

It was by no fault of the organizers, the Eu¬ 
gene Pyrate Punx. They had been planning, 
contacting, scheming, wheeling and dealing 
for the fruition of this event for many, many 
months. For anyone that has organized a fest, 
the following will sound so familiar that it may 
invoke you to grab the nearest technological 
device and hurl it out the window of a speeding 
car-a car that you are driving to get the hell out 
of dodge. The first venue closed only about a 
month before the fest date. To my knowledge, 
no one actually informed the Pyrate Punx of 
this closure, but the pile of mail on the floor, 
boxes on the tables, and a perpetual “Closed” 
sign gave everyone a good enough impres¬ 
sion that the gig would not be gigging. 

Other venues deemed unsuccessful, too. As 
a last-ditch effort my roommate Heather and 
I were asked to host the fest at our house, a 
house built in 1910. Nestled in the non-assum¬ 
ing, stretched-out back yard stands a barn, a 
barn aptly coined the “Radical Barn”. A few 
years ago the Radical Barn earned its right as 
a decent show space. Only a few shows ac¬ 
tually took place. One show ended early due 
to a noise complaint and invariably the cops 
appeared. By 2011, the barn looked less radi¬ 
cal and more domesticated, as it housed rem¬ 
nants of past roommates and storage over¬ 
flow. There was hardly room to walk from one 
corner to the other and the piles upon piles of 
things was a daunting sight to behold. 

Enter: Eugene Pyrate Punx. They brought 
trucks, dirty sweat, and determination. After a 
few Goodwill runs and a hefty dump run, op¬ 
timism swiftly swept over all. Within two days’ 
time, the barn was cleared out, rugs covered 
the gravel floor, and the blue-lit stage was set. 

Day 1 of Bloodstains Across Eugene the 
following bands: BLACK MOULD from Ash¬ 
land, SAVIORSELF from Eugene, RAW 
NERVES from Portland, HONDURAN from 
Portland, RTTU from Portland, NINTH MOON 
BLACK from Eugene, and RESIST AND EX¬ 
IST from L.A. Music started around 6:15pm 
with SAVIORSELF and the Radical Barn was 
packed. Just outside of the barn was a Foos- 
ball table that entertained all ages throughout 
the night. Scattered about were merch tables 
and info pamphlets. To the side of the house 
was a beer garden cordoned off for those of- 
age imbibers. Behind the beer garden rested 
two tables filled with delicious foods that the 
organizers made for the bands. For me per¬ 
sonally, this night was memorably epic. It’d 
been years since I’d gone to a fest. The vibe in 
the air was lighthearted and joyful. The cama¬ 
raderie of the organizers, bands, and patrons 
felt sealed with communal kinship. There were 
no noise complaints, no fights, no disrespect¬ 
ing, and no injury to people or things. Many 
people even noticed kids dancing in the ad- 


with skanking, slam-dancing, raging, pogoing, 
whatever floats your boat. Just don’t pull that 
shit when kids are around and the majority of 
people are obviously not into it. 

So, back to douchebag with his douchey- 
ness. I learned that when a Pyrate Punk ap¬ 
proached him and asked him to stop, this 
Pyrate Punk also noticed that the guy wasn’t 
wearing a paper band which indicates that 
he had paid to enter. “How the hell did he get 
in?,” we wondered. Then, I saw the back fence 
which somehow seemed to be missing a top 
portion. Evidently, doucheykins tried to hop the 
fence and broke it during the process. Then 
he charged into the barn, “danced” like an 
idiot, and when confronted by a Pyrate Punk, 
doucheypants punched the Pyrate Punk in the 
face. 

Thankfully, we had no other problems with 
douchebags for the remainder of the night. 
Unfortunately, after the douche left it seemed 
to take a couple of hours for people to relax 
back into the enjoyable fest vibe. I’ll admit 
that I was one of them. I was on guard for the 
rest of the night. I think as the sun set, people 
began to enjoy themselves again. The bands 
were super bad-ass and rad to be around. 
Someone made an impressive beer castle, 
which I hadn’t seen in a while. I believe it 
was during FACING EXTINCTION’S set that 
someone lifted up the carpet remnants off the 
barn floor and wrapped up moshing people 
inside them. Finally, this night seemed to bring 
the good fun and camaraderie that everyone 
had longed for. 

At about 1:20am, a neighbor from two blocks 
down came to the front fence. She was not 
happy about the continued music. I couldn’t 
argue with her. We had promised neighbors 
within closer proximity that the music would 
end around 10pm. We were far from that 
mark. Unfortunately, we had to ask the last 
band to wrap it up. Fortunately, the Pyrate 
Punx escorted people out and shut every¬ 
thing down so quickly that when the police car 
cruised by 20 minutes later, all the lights were 
off and fest-goers gone. The following day 
while I was at work, the Pyrate Punx and their 
friends came and cleaned up the back yard 
and Radical Barn with swift execution. Empty 
cans, stomped-upon cig butts, and all loose 
trash were picked up and removed. All in all, 
Bloodstains Across Eugene was a very suc¬ 
cessful fest. Without the group of dedicated 
and respectful people that made it all happen, 
the fest would have never happened. I want 
to give a heartfelt and sincere THANK YOU to 
the Eugene Pyrate Punx, friends that helped 
out, the beer person, the bands, and the 
people that paid and supported the local and 
touring bands and their music. It’s inspiring to 
know that a smaller community of punks can 
still bring music to the people on a large scale, 
-the anti-christy 
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“Holy shit, Bitty, recognize him?” My 
co-worker, Tracy, asked me as she held up a 
newspaper. A client and friend of mine, Scott 
Benson, was on the cover with his bail set at 
50 million dollars. “What the fuck!” I said. I tried 
to figure out why the bail set on him was higher 
than the price that was set upon Bin Laden’s 
head. What could he possibly have done? He 
is one of the nicest people I know. 

The last time I’d cut Scott’s hair, he said 
that he was in between jobs and that he felt 
bad about what had happened in New Or¬ 
leans. He wanted to take his nephew with him 
and help out as much as he could. He con¬ 
tacted many different organizations and all 
they wanted was a money donation. He told 
the organizations that he wanted to actually go 
down and help out with getting food for people, 
laying sandbags, and helping them clean. Fi¬ 
nally, he got in contact with a nun in Biloxi, 
Mississippi who referred him to the Salvation 
Army in Baton Rouge. He gave them his infor¬ 
mation and they told him to get a hold of them 
as soon as he arrived. A few days later, Scott 
and his nephew left on a twenty-three hour car 
trip to Baton Rouge. 

First they went to work in the Salvation 
Army Store, restocking items and assisting 
people that had vouchers for essential items. 
After about three hours they moved to the food 
bank, which was an old abandoned store that 
was turned into a grocery store. When the day 
was over they headed to the Salvation Army 
church to stay for the night. After a small din¬ 
ner, they met other volunteers from all over the 
country. This is where Scott met a man named 
Chris Armstrong. As they were talking, a Sal¬ 
vation Army worker said that two people were 
shipping out the next day and two more people 
were needed to work the canteen truck. Scott 
and Armstrong took the duty.

be able to leave Scott and his nephew looking 
like the ones to be blamed. About four hours 
into the trip home, Scott’s phone rang. It was 
an irate New Orleans police officer saying, 
“You motherfucker! How could you do this to 
us? I’m gonna hunt you down!” Scott had no 
idea what was going on and hung up. 

Scott then started getting hit with a bar¬ 
rage of phone calls from upset leaders. He 
even received a phone call from the head 
of homeland security and also from Timothy 
Scott, who is an agent of ICE (Immigrations 
and Customs Enforcement), and they had 
gotten ahold of Scott’s license plate number.

He couldn’t believe the 
amount of rapes, beatings and just about any 
other violent act you can imagine were hap¬ 
pening around him nonstop. Even after one 
day, Scott didn’t think he’d make it out alive.

Ten years on and not a damn thing 
has changed.

As they were talking, a Sal¬ 
vation Army worker said that two people were 
shipping out the next day and two more people 
were needed to work the canteen truck. Scott 
and Armstrong took the duty. 

According to Armstrong’s name badge, he 
was the regional director from Orlando and 
was in charge of the assignment.

On one of the days, a worker 
from Red Cross became upset with Scott for 
handing out food in their area because they 
wanted to be the ones to get credit for it.

was going to report him to her superiors. 

“Go ahead, here’s my name, I’m down here 
trying to help like you,” he said. “I don’t see a 
line on the street saying you go here, we go 
there,” he added and the lady stormed off. 
Scott’s goal was to make sure that whoever 
needed help received it. 

It wouldn’t take long for Scott to learn 
the politics involved in the relief effort. Every 
day he would see high-ranking Salvation Army 
officials driving in new imported cars, staying 
at The Ritz on St. Charles Street, eating at 
fancy restaurants, and sleeping in warm beds. 
The majority of the other workers including 
Scott slept in church pews and ate MRE’s 
(Meals Ready to Eat, a military ration.) Over 
the course of a few days, Scott saw the good 
reputation Armstrong was building with the su¬ 
periors from all of the different organizations 
involved in the relief effort. Armstrong informed 
Scott’s superior that he was going to need 
Scott and his nephew to help him with a new 
project. They set up a table and got personal 
information from 2,500 firefighters, police and 
rescue workers in order for them to receive 
$5000 debit cards. While Scott was under the 
impression that he was going to be helping all 
of these relief workers, Armstrong had another, 
plan in mind. 

After seven days of dealing with politics, 
the greed by the officials in charge, and the 
overall devastation, Scott decided that enough 
was enough. He told Armstrong that he was 
leaving the following day to go to Florida and 
see a friend of his. Armstrong hitched a ride 
with him. The next day, Scott changed his 
mind and decided just to come back home to 
Wisconsin and Armstrong asked if he could 
catch a ride with Scott to Chicago. Seeing 
how another person could share the driving, 
it seemed like a good idea. This entire time, 
Scott was still unaware of Armstrong’s plan, 
which was to steal all the debit cards and have 
everyone’s personal information in order to 


jail, and later transferred to county jail for two 
days and released on a $25,000 dollar cash 
bond. Weeks later the New Orleans officials 
wanted to talk to Scott, so he turned himself in. 
He was instantly placed under arrest and put 
into Orleans Parish Prison into a holding cell 
for half a day. Later he would be transferred to 
a cell holding ten other inmates. The guards 
were relentless in harassing Scott. They would 
bang on the bars, throw verbal threats and 
withhold meal service. He couldn’t believe the 
amount of rapes, beatings and just about any 
other violent act you can imagine were hap¬ 
pening around him nonstop. Even after one 
day, Scott didn’t think he’d make it out alive. 
Luckily enough, he hadn’t been victimized yet. 
Another two days passed and Scott’s bond 
was pushed up to a staggering fifty million 
dollars for being accused of 2,500 counts of 
felony fraud, which would lead to an interest¬ 
ing introduction to another inmate. 

“Which one of you motherfuckers is the fifty 
million dollar man?” The man asking the ques¬ 
tion was DJ Unk, a successful DJ and rapper.

A bondsman from New Orleans start¬ 
ed to talk to the judge about Scott’s case 
shortly after his imprisonment. He was able 
to persuade the judge to review the case 
and reduce the bail to $50,000 dollars. Scott 
was then able to post bail and come back to 
Wisconsin. Despite numerous attempts to 
get his case looked at, it took almost two full 
years to get cleared of all charges. During this 
time, it was almost impossible for Scott to find 
employment. The local news posted constant 
updates on the case until he was cleared. After 
the charges were finally dropped, so was all 
news coverage of the story. Scott was finally 
able to find a job through his family. Despite 
being cleared of all wrong doing, to this day 
the incident still affects him emotionally and 
financially. 

The news can be awfully quick to post 
incorrect sensational stories just to get bet¬ 
ter ratings. The better the ratings, the better 
the sponsorship... it is a vicious self-feeding 
circle of bullshit. The news also seems to no 
longer quote sources. One station uses un¬ 
reliable and potentially incorrect information 
and the other stations copy the first story ver¬ 
batim, never checking for validity. When they 
do realize a story is wrong or slightly distorted 
they are slow to update, if at all. Not exactly 
an unbiased media, or well-rounded on their 
coverage. But why should that be a surprise? 
Ratings were up. 

For two years the print and broadcast 
media did all they could to destroy Scott’s 
name and paint him as totally guilty before 
he even had his day in court. As soon as 
he was cleared, 99 percent of the stations

This is the general idea I’m getting from 
talking to some of the old-timers that have 
graced us with their current efforts.

Experience the moment and if it 
seems questionable to you, look at their side 
and understand them as individuals and not 
a commercial entity that’s looking to bank on 
anarchy, although there has been an unfor¬ 
tunate side to this that has ruined the “aura” 
for many. This sad attempt at exploiting our ef¬ 
forts for the sake of monetary gain has failed 
in the past and will continue to fail in the fu¬ 
ture. There is too much spirit and commitment 
amongst us to ever have the superficial and 
shallows types thrive in our community.

I also find 
gardening as a good way to reuse some old 
items. My potatoes grow in old tires stacked 
three high. I have the ends of my daughter’s 
old crib in the garden as lattice for the snow 
peas and green beans to vine on. For stakes, I 
have other parts of her crib sunk in the ground 
and the plants loosely fastened to them with 
twine.

I’ve grown 
thirsty for punk here. I ache for it. Hell, I felt like 
an addict when I went to the Birmingham Pride 
Parade recently and spotted a kid in the crowd 
with a charged mohawk and studded jacket. 

I literally ran up to this kid like I was fiending 
for a fix-all wide eyed and said something 
along the lines of “PUNNNXXXXXX” to him. 
He looked at me like I was insane, but since 
then he’s been to every show I’ve booked here 
and we’ve become good friends. He grew up 
in the middle of fucking NOWHERE Alabama. 
I’ve passed on many books/zines/mixtapes to 
him and it feels satisfying to have opened his 
eyes to a community outside of the corporate 
bubblegum punk he was used to. He had no 
idea that things like Profane Existence , crust, 
and D-beat even existed. Whereas if this were 
Minneapolis, I doubt that would be the case! 

It’s weird not seeing lots of tattooed, 
purple haired freaks roaming about. It sucks 
not going to shows much or having an option 
to go get some delicious vegan food some- 
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where. It’s sometimes scary having random 
people aggressively question me based on my 
looks. I was spoiled fucking rotten up North! 
It’s definitely been a culture shock. All this re¬ 
ally makes me not ever want to take things for 
granted and enjoy the good times more so, as 
they are farther between. It’s been a struggle 
just existing in the conservative Bible Belt, 
let alone trying to find people to relate to. It’s 
been an altogether very lonely process, but 
I’m fucking trying to create the world I want to 
live in and find like-minded individuals in the 
process! It’s making me stronger and definitely 
more open-minded. Not going to give up, striv¬ 
ing hard to make a positive change around 
here, even if it amounts to nothing in the end. 
I just need to remember like COCKSPARRER 
said, “So remember, out there somewhere 
you’ve got a friend, and you’ll never walk 
alone again!!!!!!!!!!” Up the punx! Mad respect 
and cheers to all those struggling to make a 
difference! 



Economic Sunrivalism: Experiments in 
Social Permaculture 


I recently joined a community time bank. 
As a member I can offer and receive services. 
Each hour of time spent is recorded in a web- 
based community interface. All services are of 
equal value from childcare to acupuncture to 
landscaping, time is the common denomina¬ 
tor, not market value in U.S. dollars. This flat¬ 
tening of the economic landscape provides 
due honor and value to every individual’s 
contribution to society regardless of class and 
privilege. It recognizes the often devalued 
home and family work commonly heaped 
atop thankless housewives. It ensures that 
those with bloated incomes are kept in check 
and compelled to offer their services to those 
who could normally never afford them. It is 
pure elegance and beauty. It joyfully, peace¬ 
fully, and instantaneously smashes the state 
and capitalism. The quality and authenticity of 
the services are regulated and policed by the 
community’s organic flow of trust, feedback, 
and accountability. 

It was awesome reading through the 
ads people post to describe their passions to 
share services. I can get a professional mas¬ 
sage! I can get help with accounting! I can 
network with other gardeners and learn from 
their unique experiences! I can also develop 
my skills and provide services I’m passionate 
about like permaculture design, self defense, 
and disaster Dreo. What’s so cool is that the 


It’s not a sacrifice; it’s a deep enrichment 
to life. It’s a perfect example of being motivat¬ 
ed to creatively adapt to the adversity of the 
economic crisis with alternative, diy, peoples’ 
solutions that are far more robust, rewarding, 
and resilient than the capitalist market econ¬ 
omy. Neighbors are actually starting to get 
to know each other for the first time since fly 
screens, TVs, video games, and the internet 
started sucking people away from the yard, 
porch and stoop scenes. 

This is a dream come true and it’s made 
me think about an experiment I came up with 
several years ago. It was an alternative eco¬ 
nomic model designed to transform apathy 
into action within the punk scene. I don’t have 
the time to develop it anymore, but I thought 
it would be worthwhile to document in this 
column. Maybe some people out there who 
read this can adapt and implement this idea to 
some extent and see how it works for them. 

Note: The “Alternative Gathering Col¬ 
lective” (A.G.C.) was an anarcho-punk col¬ 
lective that faded in and out of existence four 
times over the span of about 2Cj^ears in the 
L.A. area. I was a part of the 4 incarnation, 
here was the concept some of us developed 
in early 2005: 

WORK FOR THE MAN AND GET RIPPED 
OFF, OR WORK WITH US BUILDING 
COMMUNITY, EARN WORK HOUR CREDIT 
COINSAND GET INTO SHOWS AND BUY 
FROM OUR MERCH TABLES WITH A 50% 
DISCOUNT 

Since our primary objective is to strengthen 
the roots of our movement by building sus¬ 
tainable infrastructure, we have designed 
a system to secure not only money and 
resources but also human energy and la¬ 
bor. Unlike most collective projects and 
organizations, involvement in A.G.C. is not 
solicited solely by convincing people with 
words that they should join or hoping that 
people read our literature and want to sign 
up. While we’ve seen and we know in our 
hearts that when apathetic or inexperienced 
people have a taste of the joy found in build¬ 
ing a culture together, they’ll never fall back 
into the state of oblivion that characterizes 
punk’s dominant culture; we also know that 
this process takes a long time 

This new currency idea is a strategic 
intervention in the force of apathy and ob¬ 
sessive material consumerism of the punk 
scene. We realize the classical approach 
by self-righteous, elitist punks and activists 
of guilt-tripping apathetic punk consumers 
into self-sacrifice has been totally ineffective. 
We’ve designed an alternative economy 
that can put a wind turbine on the storm of 
punk economic activity. Rather than preach 
to the scene about how it must change to fit 
our world view and agenda, we can tap into 
the force of the scene and capture energy 
and resources to divert to our projects. In the 
process we can transform people’s lives by 
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can then redeem their creds at our merch ta¬ 
ble where AGC money automatically makes 
everything that we sell 50% off the U.S. dol¬ 
lar price. 

If we set our work credit hour com¬ 
pensation rate to equal $10 U.S. dollars per 
hour, and all A.G.C. table items are half-off 
with A.G.C. creds, our “volunteers" earn $20 
of purchasing power per hour by helping us 
build the culture. Now you have a choice 
in the way you go about purchasing the re¬ 
cords, fashion items, and other diy items that 
we’re all so addicted to. So you can either 
work FOR “The Man” (and most likely make 
minimum wage) or you can work WITH us 
and earn twice as much in the same amount 
time, have no boss, and be building your 
own community. 

We continue to throw shows and table 
all throughout the scene, hitting all the back¬ 
yard and venue shows. We distribute our 
expanding inventory through A.G.C. chapter 
tabling kits. Most of our sales will be in U.S. 
dollars since it’s unlikely that we’ll ever have 
more “paid” A.G.C. workers than random 
punk consumers purchasing from our tables. 

Income from cash sales can be used 
to fund projects and be reinvested into ex¬ 
panding the distro. 

We ll be able to compensate ourselves 
with A.G.C. money for all the hard work we 
always do for the scene, e.g. graphic and 
web design, handing out flyers, cleaning up 
at shows, doing security, etc. 

We perfect the model and test it in 
other cities, first by creating an online cata¬ 
log ordering system where we can sell our 
merch internationally and get create ways 
for people throughout the world to earn the 
currency by working on local projects and on 
collaborative global projects. 

Not only can we fill a monthly calendar with 
“paid” A.G.C. events and activities, we can 
have a list online of projects and tasks that 
need to be done independently. People 
volunteer or be commissioned to complete 
tasks and projects that will earn them creds. 
Not only can there be constant culture build¬ 
ing activity going on that we define through a 
collective consensus process, anyone is free 
to make a proposal for a project that they’ll 
want x-amount of creds for. You could write 
a proposal stating that for so many creds 
you’ll map out all the fruit trees in your area, 
or you’ll sell us tools that your dad no longer 
uses, or you’ll build a website or a stage, or 
whatever 

HYPOTHETICAL EXAMPLE OF THE 
EC0H0MYIHACTI0H: 

Jack works full time for minimum wage. He 
loves cable tv, punk shows, records, and 
beer. Occasionally he picks up his old bass 
and jams some riffs hoping to someday start 
a band. He’s happy to just be able to afford 
his individualist life. His wages afford him 
all the qomfort he needs on a daily basis. 
Whatever ambitions he had to be creative, 


check already. 

Jill had seen the same record in the 
A.G.C. distro table. So while Jack is lament¬ 
ing about not being able to afford the release, 
Jill reminds him that if he would only volun¬ 
teer with A.G.C. he’d be able to earn creds 
which are worth TWICE as much as the U.S. 
dollar when redeemed for A.G.C. merch 
items. She tries not to laugh at his pain. Then 
she remembers her own pain, she wants sot 
badly to go to the next A.G.C. camping trip 
but all the carpool sign up sheets are full. 
She doesn’t know anyone with a car except 
for Jack. She begins to think, ‘hmm, I could 
pay Jack with creds to give me a ride...better 
yet, I could pay him and invite him to come 
and camp. He’ll be so happy to get his re¬ 
cord, he might be willing to break out of his 
daily mold and enjoy life with people and na¬ 
ture for a changeUack was so happy to be 
able to get his record, he actually dared to 
venture into the wild with Jill and the crew. 
He had a great time, even though he didn’t 
learn much from the workshops because he 
was jamming out to his new record on his 
iPod the whole time. 

Okay I wrote all that a long time ago, 
but re-reading it now, it still kinda makes 
sense. We actually got pretty far along. We 
printed the coin pins, “paid” punks for commu¬ 
nity project work, we “sold” them distro items, 
we had a retail store, gallery, and an online 
store for diy punk arts and crafts from around 
the world. 

We had set up most of the infrastruc¬ 
ture for the currency to work through, but 
just as the currency was being born in early 
2005, A.G.C. morphed into the Gaian Mind 
Institute. Unfortunately the alternative econ¬ 
omy idea was shelved at that time because 
simply running the community center space 
took up most of our time, energy, and money. 
With so much new responsibility, administer¬ 
ing an experimental economy wasn’t prac¬ 
tical. The hope was that we’d get our non¬ 
profit status, get funding, and then be able to 
focus on building the alternative currency in 
the future. We got our non-profit status, start¬ 
ed getting grants and donations, but then the 
city basically shut us down in mid 2006, the 
currency hasn’t been used since. 

The model seems complicated but it’s 
based on a simple idea: the punk economy 
has a tradition of doing fundraisers, if it 
fundraised for itself and invested in itself 
it could get very creative with how it dis¬ 
tributes its wealth. By pooling monetary 
resources from “the commons”, what’s 
purchased with the money is not an invest¬ 
ment coming out of a private individual or 
business owner’s pocket so it doesn’t need 
to be sold for a profit, nor does it need to 
cover it’s own cost and “break even”. It can 
be played with. No one needs to get paid 
back for fronting or pitching in for the cost 
of goods sold. 

It’s almost like a voluntary tax. If the 
punk scene added a tax to record sales, 

show tickets. Datches. shirts, etc. and col- 


fundraisers for outside causes, I’m saying 
first things first. Build a solid foundation for 
the scene, then branch out to support other 
issues, campaigns, causes, etc. So many 
punk run projects fail because they don’t 
budget for their own needs. 

I’m not an economist, I’m sure there 
are aspects of the model that would have 
to be tweaked to guard against abuse and 
limits would have to be placed so one 
person doesn’t end of hording all the best 
stuff. I’m sure the 50% discount would 
have to fluctuate according to various oat- 
terns, cycles, and anomalies in the market. 
Maybe the 50% discount would fluctuate 
based on supply and demand, or apply to 
certain items that are cheaper to produce. 
Another way to get free products into the 
system would be to ask bands to donate 
some of their records and merch. If bands 
care to support community development 
but they’re too busy posing to lend a hand, 
they can always kick down some of their 
swag... 

The goal would be to spark real 
community exchange and interaction. It’s 
like training wheels or a cocoon. It’s just 
a creative reaction to a very odd and un¬ 
precedented trend in modern human eco¬ 
nomic behavior: consumerism. We want 
stuff, we work hard to buy stuff. We also 
want entertainment, we work hard to buy 
entertainment. Our tribal ancestors worked 
much less than we do, had much less stuff, 
yet had all their needs met and lived in 
an abundance of community and natural 
resources while providing their own enter¬ 
tainment. I want to see consumerism go 
extinct; I want to revive the old ways. Since 
we lost all of the natural and social infra¬ 
structure to live in anarchic tribal villages, 
we have to build it back if we want it back. 
Building it back will take hard work. Hard 
work has to be motivated. While we’re still 
consumers working hard to buy stuff, why 
don’t we work hard for ourselves and buy 
stuff from ourselves. Let’s grow our own 
food, make our own toiletries, medicines, 
clothes, run our own venues, record labels, 
etc. and support our own diy underground 
economy. We’re already doing a lot of this 
stuff, we’re just not capturing the surplus 
and returning it into our own system. We’re 
letting our economic power bleed back into 
the global industrial economy in the form 
of the rapidly devaluing U.S. dollar. Think 
of all the store-bought beer that the punk 
scene buys. If there was an economic 
incentive for punks to home brew, over¬ 
night millions of wasted dollars would be 
conserved and circulated within the punk 
economy.

We fill a calendar with A.G.C. events 
(garden work parties, clean up crews for 
shows at venues we support, workshops, 
etc.)At these A.G.C. community building 
events, we compensate all those who work 
and contribute to the process with our own 
alternative currency we call “creds” that are 
essentially color coded punk pins that func¬ 
tion as coins that represent units of time from 
15 minutes to an hour.

Jill is a high school student with no 
income. She’s always broke however, she 
is full of ambition, creativity, and positive en¬ 
ergy that she constantly tries to cultivate and 
apply, only she’s constrained by her lack of 
funds and mobility. Many of the projects she 
wants to initiate or join are out of her reach. 
One thing Jill has that Jack does not is time; 
what Jack has that Jill doesn’t is a car and 
steady income. 

Jill has recently done a lot of garden¬ 
ing work with AGO and has earned lots of 
creds.

We had set up most of the infrastruc¬ 
ture for the currency to work through, but 
just as the currency was being born in early 
2005, A.G.C. morphed into the Gaian Mind 
Institute. Unfortunately the alternative econ¬ 
omy idea was shelved at that time because 
simply running the community center space 
took up most of our time, energy, and money. 
With so much new responsibility, administer¬ 
ing an experimental economy wasn’t prac¬ 
tical. The hope was that we’d get our non¬ 
profit status, get funding, and then be able to 
focus on building the alternative currency in 
the future. We got our non-profit status, start¬ 
ed getting grants and donations, but then the 
city basically shut us down in mid 2006, the 
currency hasn’t been used since. 

The model seems complicated but it’s 
based on a simple idea: the punk economy 
has a tradition of doing fundraisers, if it 
fundraised for itself and invested in itself 
it could get very creative with how it dis¬ 
tributes its wealth. By pooling monetary 
resources from “the commons”, what’s 
purchased with the money is not an invest¬ 
ment coming out of a private individual or 
business owner’s pocket so it doesn’t need 
to be sold for a profit, nor does it need to 
cover it’s own cost and “break even”. It can 
be played with. No one needs to get paid 
back for fronting or pitching in for the cost 
of goods sold. 

It’s almost like a voluntary tax. If the 
punk scene added a tax to record sales, 
show tickets, patches, shirts, etc. and col¬ 
lected that money to pay for a diy venue, 
the p.a., printing flyers, having a backline, 
buying seeds, acquiring and maintain a 
van, a truck, home-brewing equipment, 
etc. we’d be a little autonomous utopia. 
But because the second you start funding 
a government to administer your tax dol¬ 
lars, you get all of the bureaucratic b.s. and 
regulation that anarcho-punks are trying to 
smash. It would be much better if it was 
neither an obligatory or a voluntary “tax” 
but rather a donation or a cover charge. If 
you pay to get in to a benefit concert you 
get entertainment for your money. You 
got your value, your claim to the money’s 
value is gone. Benefits make it so that 
rather than being pocketed by the bands, 
the promoter, and venue the funds can be 
given away, OR be reinvested directly into 
the community. I’m not saying to stop doing 


entertainment. Our tribal ancestors worked 
much less than we do, had much less stuff, 
yet had all their needs met and lived in 
an abundance of community and natural 
resources while providing their own enter¬ 
tainment. I want to see consumerism go 
extinct; I want to revive the old ways. Since 
we lost all of the natural and social infra¬ 
structure to live in anarchic tribal villages, 
we have to build it back if we want it back. 
Building it back will take hard work. Hard 
work has to be motivated. While we’re still 
consumers working hard to buy stuff, why 
don’t we work hard for ourselves and buy 
stuff from ourselves. Let’s grow our own 
food, make our own toiletries, medicines, 
clothes, run our own venues, record labels, 
etc. and support our own diy underground 
economy. We’re already doing a lot of this 
stuff, we’re just not capturing the surplus 
and returning it into our own system. We’re 
letting our economic power bleed back into 
the global industrial economy in the form 
of the rapidly devaluing U.S. dollar. Think 
of all the store-bought beer that the punk 
scene buys. If there was an economic 
incentive for punks to home brew, over¬ 
night millions of wasted dollars would be 
conserved and circulated within the punk 
economy. 


It’s all gonna happen when the shit hits the 
fan anyway, we may as well get good at 
exchanging value amongst ourselves now.

PE: Since doing a traditional label you ba¬ 
sically send stuff off to a plant to have it 
made, did switching to digital mean that 
you had to learn a whole new process, 
and did you find it daunting to take this 
on? 

Rayny: Just the opposite - it simplified things 
and the process became much easier. I still 
did the layouts and website stuff, but there 
was a lot less money and therefore less pres¬ 
sure involved. If I made a mistake or some¬ 
thing needed to be changed afterwards, 

I could just go in and fix it and not have to 
worry about having a bunch of messed up 
copies printed. It saved time and money on 
shipping, and I didn’t have to worry about 
chasing down distributors for payments, ei¬ 
ther. It felt ironic though because it also be¬ 
came much easier to get some decent titles. 
Some of the releases that were previously 
off-limits because they are available through 
another label on CD or vinyl suddenly be¬ 
came possible to release digitally. I definitely 
have to say hats off to labels like PROFANE 
EXISTENCE. I will not even pretend I put 
in anywhere close to as much time and ef¬ 
fort or am nearly as deserving of any credit 


as they are. I simply couldn’t hack it in that 
capacity, but I’m glad to have found my own 
little niche. 

PE: At what point did you notice that 
Moshpit Tragedy was taking off? 

Rayny. There has been a small but slowly 
growing interest from the start, but one of the 
first things was when AMEBIX agreed to re¬ 
issue Monolith . I think it definitely made peo¬ 
ple start to pay more attention and a lot more 
bands decided to get on board from there. 
The thing that really verified it for me, though, 
was getting asked to do this interview! 

PE: How did the partnerships with other 
labels come about? 

Rayny: I contact a few labels and bands I 
like from time to time-some are interested 
and some are not. I’m still very astounded at 
both the bands and labels that have stepped 
up. 

PE: You’ve gotten the notice of larger 
music entities, magazines and labels, 
etc. Has this attention gotten Moshpit 
Tragedy more traffic? How else have you 
driven people to your site? 

Rayny: Any bit of press or airplay helps to 
bring in traffic. I try to do as much of these 
and other things as possible because there 
is not much income for regular advertis¬ 
ing. I’ve dabbled with things like videos or 
wheatpasting but there is always more that I 
feel like I should be doing. 

PE: Do you ever get flak from people who 


feel like downloading music is detrimen¬ 
tal to the DIY punk scene? What is the fu¬ 
ture of the DIY record label as you see it? 

Rayny: I would tend to think that sentiment is 
extended more towards illegal music blogs. 
All of the bands featured here have either 
given their permission or they have signed a 
contract with a label who they gave permis¬ 
sion to distribute how they see fit. There are 
those who do not favor this model, which is 
understandable but there is not much any¬ 
one can say if someone else chooses to give 
their music away for donations. It is unfor¬ 
tunate that it is harder for bands to sustain 
themselves these days, but my guess is only 
as good as the next person’s on how they will 
adapt. Learning to record properly at home 
is one way to eliminate expensive recording 
costs. Maybe a free download card with pur¬ 
chase of a shirt would help fill the gas tank. 
We will probably see a plethora of ideas be¬ 
ing tried, but who knows if there will even be 
one specific way for everyone. Who knows 
if the record label will even be needed any¬ 
more? 

PE: A lot of the titles on MTR’s website 
are free-how does Moshpit Tragedy stay 
afloat doing sliding scale downloads? Do 
people pay just the minimum or are you 
seeing people kick down a bit more for 
the convenience of securing hard-to-find 
releases? 

Rayny: I am able to stay afloat because my 
costs are low. There are those rare cases 
where people like to give as much support 
as they can, but in general people mostly 
just download the free titles. That’s alright, 


more likely to stick around longer. Also ya 
gotta keep it fun to sustain some sorta scene, 
punkees gotta be happy!!! somebodies gotta 
make this happen and sustain what there 
is or create something new.

BURNT CROSS: ACTIVE RESPONSE was 
our first band that we started back in 1987 
or thereabouts and it lasted about 4 years 
or so. We were just school friends into punk. 
Paul and I wrote 95% of the music and lyrics 
and steered it towards being a political punk 
band which became involved in zines, selling 
records and benefit gigs, etc. It sounded 
awful at first but over time it became pretty 
good and similar to what we are doing now. 
BURNT CROSS formed in early 2007 when 
we wanted to record a couple of tracks just 
for ourselves but decided to carry it on as 
we got a good response and just wanted to 
do more tracks as we had plenty of ideas 
to exorcise. 

PE: What zines were you involved with?

own company a bit too much. I would never 
rule out doing one or two more gigs in the 
future, but not for a while. 

PE: I’ve wondered about the drum 
machine-1 can only imagine what a pain 
it would be to program a good punk drum 
sound. Just imagine trying blast beats or 
something. That could be either hard or 
easy. 

BURNT CROSS: Well luckily the drum 
machine sounds pretty realistic-sometimes 
people say they didn’t know it was a drum 
machine until they heard a few songs and 
then realised. Others can probably tell 
straight away, but its a decent sound anyhow 
and the beats are already programmed. All 
I have to do is set the tempo and find the 
sound I want. My 8-track has about 200 
beats and rolls with about 40 different snare 
sounds, so most on most tracks the drum 
sound is different from the song before. 
Some people have asked why we use the 
drum machine as opposed to a proper 
drummer; the reason is that BURNT CROSS 
just wouldn’t be if we used real drums, or it 
may have but we would have probably only 
released less than half of what we have 


done. Besides, I really like the idea of using 
the drum machine-punk as fuck, innit? 

PE : Sure is. I’ve often thought about

I consider 
myself a pagan-1 don’t believe in gods or 
goddesses but I still have been involved for 
many years in pagan groups and have spent 
years doing the seasonal rituals, etc. Since a 
child I have felt a deep connection to nature 
but have also been verbally abused on a 
so called “anarcho-punk” website for that, 
calling me a religious nutter etc. The little 
kids who play at anarchy, of course, couldn’t 
see that you don’t get much more anarchistic 
than nature herself but they prefer to just 
quote people who died a hundred years ago 
than think for themselves. We have only 


are a religious weirdo and couldn’t be an 
anarchist just for being a pagan, then I’m 
happy to let them live in their self-righteous 
little bubble. That’s why I cant do “scenes.” 
They then ban you from the thread if you 
get them tongue-tied. It actually happened 
to a band called GLOBAL PARASITE who 
we know are top guys. GLOBAL PARASITE 
have a track about the New World Order and 
were setting up a comp CD about the 7/7 
bombings so the guys on the anarchopunk 
site called them “fascists” for believing in the 
New World Order. It was just really nasty 
stuff and then when GLOBAL PARASITE 
dropped the bombshell about Colin from 
CONFLICT and Dick from SUBHUMANS 
being involved in tracks for the comp, they 
started saying “We don’t care, they must 
be fascists, too”. In the end, they banned 
them too from the site cos they couldn’t 
handle being wrong.

Yes, I 
had done the full band thing including a more 
indie rock type band called LIBERTINE in 
the ‘90s and I just didn’t really get off on the 
whole playing on a stage thing. We always 
had a good laugh with mates together 
doing music, but I also found that I had to 
compromise to much on tunes or lyrics. If I 
didn’t feel happy I still had to play the songs. 
Now I’m almost 40 and I’m just not prepared 
to do that anymore. I just want to do what 
I feel happy to put out, so BURNT CROSS 
gives me that freedom and I can only blame 
myself that way.

There were some good DIY 
stalls and people cleaned up after, and not to 
forget it was a benefit. I’m not saying some 
of the bigger places don’t do some of these 
things but I do prefer the DIY setup any day.

BURNT CROSS: Dare I talk more about 
my paganism, ha ha. Well, I started to be 
interested in paganism and the occult since 
about the age of 14, I would ride my bike 
every weekend to the forest and sit and read 
books on witchcraft and magic/shamanism 
all day, go exploring and just had a sense 
of connection to nature. I loved being out 
walking for hours off the beaten track and 
felt an affinity with what I was reading. 
Learning about the seasonal rituals and their 
meanings made want to join a group and 
practise what I was reading. It wasn’t until I 
was 26 that I joined a group which I stayed 
in for 8 years and still live with one of its 
members. I actually left to concentrate more 
on activist stuff but still dip my toes in every 
now and then. I guess it doesn’t matter what 
time this is being practised as the earth is no 
different now than what it was a 200 years 
ago-it’s just filled with more distractions. It’s 
still all there under our feet and I feel we 
ignore our connection to nature at our own 
peril. 

PE: When were you verbally abused? 

I can’t understand why “anarchists” 
would verbally bash you because of your 
spiritual beliefs. That’s nuts. 

BURNT CROSS: The verbal abuse (well it 
was over the internet but what do you call 
that) was from an “anarcho-punk” website. 
Other people got it as well, but there seemed 
to be three or four guys on there (sadly 
monitors of the site) who basically insulted 
anyone who didn’t agree with their view of 
anarchism. They had read a few books and 
that was that. If you dare think outside of that 
then you’re not an anarchist. Most of them 
seemed to be 18 year-old kids who lived 
off their parents (not knocking that). But for 
them to tell someone who has been involved 
in the activist scene for 25 years that they

A lot 
of punk is apolitical (which is up to them of 
course) but i rarely listen to it and think its 
all a bit immature and pointless. I couldn’t 
give a shit what people look like or what they 
listen to. A person in a tracksuit padlocked 
to an arms factory gate is more punk to me 
than someone who wears all the gear but 
then sneers at the idea of political punk. 
Street drunk punk stuff?? I’d rather listen to 
ABBA. 

PE: I know there’s a lot of crap that we 
humans are famous for, but what do you 
think we are good at? Like what are your 
optimistic feelings towards humans, if 
you have any? 

BURNT CROSS: Well, I do see good going 
on everyday-kind people who care about 
others, give their lives up for animals and 
other humans, etc. I see people in my 
community who give their time up to teach 
people language, share their garden space 
so people can learn to grow food themselves, 
and who risk imprisonment for smashing up 
our local arms factory. So there are many 
good people, but sadly too many “don’t 
give a fuck” types. Don’t get me wrong, we 
are not PC do-gooders who think everyone 
should this or that or they are scum but just 
a bit more humanity and protest against 
inhumanity wouldn’t go amiss. Can people 
not see the problems that are spiralling out 
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of control, or is it easier to ignore and hope 
it goes away? Maybe when it comes to bite 
them on the arse they will think again, but it 
could be just a little too late then. 

PE : Do you think society at large in the 
UK will ever riot against the excuse of 
a government that the Conservatives/ 
Democrats are? 

BURNT CROSS : Well, you probably saw 
the riots in the UK recently which started 
over a police shooting but quickly spread 
into a looting spree. It lost the political edge 
but there will be more riots soon, I can 
assure you.

PROFANE EXISTENCE: What is the name of 
your band and who is in it? 

JUSTIN/DRIPFED: DRIPFED and the singer is 
Jill, the bass player is Val, Joe and Wiley play 
guitar, and I am Justin, I play drums. 

PE: Anyone from other bands folks may 
have heard of? 

JUSTIN: Me and Wiley started the band and 
we were in, a band called SCARCHASM and 
after that band broke up we decided to continue 
on and try to take it a step further and in a little 
different direction. I used to be in a band called 
CLUSTERFUX, I played guitar. CLUSTERFUX 
was playing in South Dakota and one of the 
roadies we brought with us was Val; he played 
in a band called VALIOMIERDA. We were just 
throwing around ideas and he said he would be 
into playing bass. The bass player for CLUS¬ 
TERFUX at the time, Joseph, ended up saying 
that he wanted to play guitar. So, I, who played 
guitar for CLUSTERFUX became the drummer, 
the bass player for CLUSTERFUX became the 
guitar player, and then Jill was in a band called 
DEADPAN and they had just broken up. She 
came up to me and said if I was starting a new 
band she wanted to sing for it. 

PE: With everyone having some experience 
did that make it easier starting a band? 

JUSTIN: When we started the band, me and 
Wiley kind of had an idea of what we wanted to 
do differently than all of the other Denver bands. 
It wasn’t just a group of friends jamming out, or 
starting a band drunk at a party. The people Wi¬ 
ley and I wanted to play with, we wanted specif¬ 
ically because of their attitudes and positive ap¬ 
proach to playing this type of music.

UXO is about the land 
mines that still kill children around the world, 
mines that were laid in wars that have been 
over for decades. Wiley just came back from 
Cambodia and saw it for himself.

We work in 
trust as we do with all our labels and mainly 
all profit or any money made goes back into 
band/label, I’ve probably lost money over 
the last 4 years still but I don’t care as the 
band was never about making money.

VAL: Punk has influenced my entire life. I am 
a parent because of it. Bands like CRASS and 
SUBHUMANS showed me that I am in control 
of my own life and that the shackles of a “nor¬ 
mal” life can be (somewhat) removed. That the 
power for change resides within us. I wanted to 
make a real difference and found that I could 
do so by adopting. There are so many children 
stuck in the human services system that need 
parents, kids that have been abandoned, mis¬ 
treated, starved and worse. Kids from your own 
communities. We have an adopted daughter 
that is now 7 years old and also hope to adopt 
an infant boy this fall. It’s a long, slow and un¬ 
fortunately bureaucratic process to adopt but 
totally worth it. My life is better because of it and 
my daughter’s life is better because of it too. 
She is an amazing person and continually pres¬ 
ents me with challenges to explain our complex 
world, while offering my own perspective on 
things. Balancing my love for the punk scene 
and my love for my family is a trick sometimes 
but with good communication it always seems 
to work out. Even if I am at a practice or out at 
a show, my kids know that I am there for them.

that the right thing to do? Or is it smarter 
to live your life and just do what you can 
in small doses? I tend to gravitate towards 
the latter, but I struggle with the ease and 
comfort of that; but it’s also balanced wijh a 
deep hatred of the martyr complex and self- 
glorification. Anyhow, rant over. I guess my 
lyrics just focus on the intellectual struggles I 
have on an everyday basis and where I live 
- stuck between the harsh reality of life and 
the harsh reactions I have to that. 

Lutz: I kind of touched on this a little bit ear¬ 
lier, but I guess a lot of what I personally write 
for the band is on the darker side, though I 
try to keep a somewhat positive outlook on 
things. I’ve always been fascinated with de¬ 
pictions of what people think the end of the 
world will be.

PE : Do you think that the band would 
have worked out the same with a 
different group of people?

Due to our experiences with play¬ 
ing in multiple projects through the ages, we 
really had our sights narrowed down and 
knew who would be good candidates. I know 
we didn’t just want “another project", but 
something that would really help us hit the 
musical goal we wanted with no obstacles or 
interference (excess behaviors, ego’s, etc). 

I originally thought about Sam, because we 
just wanted a fresh face, and someone who 
could bring a new light to some of our old 
ways, etc. 

Lutz: I suppose it could have, but I believe 
Leffer and I had a pretty clear vision of what 
we wanted to do. It was just a matter of find¬ 
ing people who wanted to do the same. But 
every person brings their own tastes and ex¬ 
periences to the table.

PE: What was the main inspiration in 
starting War//Plague? 

Lutz: I’d say it was more of a burning need. 
After Provoked, I wasn’t sure what was go¬ 
ing to happen. I felt a lot of rage and anger; 
without an outlet to express it - it just grows, 
you know? I think it actually took over a year 
to get this project up and running. So, when 
we started playing, I guess the inspiration 
lyrically came from the frustrations of life, the 
state of the world, people fighting with one 
another within a movement that is supposed 
to be united, etc. It seems that we’ve been at 
war constantly since before I was born, but 
it feels like it is happening more frequently 
now. It spreads, infects ... hence the name 
of the band. The inspiration musically, comes 
from a multitude of things. I think it was 
something Leffer and I (as we’ve been play¬ 
ing over 10 years together) have been evolv¬ 
ing towards since we started writing together, 
and then Chad and Sam’s diverse tastes just 
add to the foundation of things. 

Leffer: For me, it’s second nature to play mu¬ 
sic and help vent on the climate of our world, 
in regards to the socio/political environment 
we live in. It’s punk, in the way that the music 
and lyrical content protest this world and it’s 
infra-structure. Quite a vague statement for a 
complex world, eh? 


Sam: That’s a question best left to each of 
us as individuals vs. a band statement. Me, 
personally, I’m not PC. But I also try not to be 
a prick. PC, in my mind, is a method of add¬ 
ing additional guilt onto people for not fitting 
into a mold or viewing the world in a way that 
a specific group of people has deemed “cor¬ 
rect.” It’s become less about the use of lan¬ 
guage and more about an acceptable point 
of view. PC has been used to censor ev¬ 
erything from freedom of speech, to access 
to ideas. How is that any different than the 
Right removing Kurt Vonnegut from school 
libraries because there’s a description of a 
vagina and the characters say, “fuck”? Which 
is something that just happened.. .again. 

Lutz: “PC”? that’s a term I haven’t heard in 
along time. I don’t think that I personally have 
ever been politically correct. The term alone 
just makes my skin crawl. For me, being ‘PC’ 
implies an alignment or belief in mainstream 
politics. I think once you start falling in line 
and watching every word you say, you’re un¬ 
intentionally conforming to what the “norm” 
considers proper. 

As for actually being a political band; I think 
we are, but not so ‘in your face’ about it. I 
personally believe forcing any beliefs down 
someone’s throat is counterproductive. I 
think as a band, we try to express our views 
and let the listener make their own decisions. 
A lot of our songs are ‘heed warning’ type of 
songs, while looking at topics more meta¬ 
phorically and philosophically, if that makes 
sense? 

PE: As we get deeper into the shit of this 
century, our society seems to be 
going further down the toilet. What would 
you say are the main causes of 
that? 

Leffer: Quite an open question. My answer? 
Evolution. All throughout history, civilizations 
rise and fall. We’re just getting ready to peak 
at the rift of the next collapse. The main con¬ 
tributions being the most obvious. Material¬ 
ism, greed, technology, religion, war etc., etc. 
The advancement of technology, media, our 
infra-structure and overall cohesion of our 
race is breaking apart due to these contribut- 
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destructive and monstrous, as they have 
been wonderful and loving. So the cause 
is human nature - as much as it can help 
it hinders. 

PE: is there any hope of change at this 
point? 

Leffer: No, not at this point, although I’d 
like to believe it. The old world of man is= 
rolling up and the new one will roll out. If 
you’re standing in the way, which most are, 
you’re gonna get rolled up with it. The only 
means, I feel, is to be aware and cautious 
of your environment. This will ultimately 
lead to a smarter world, but it won’t happen 
over night. Start with yourself, influence oth¬ 
ers around you and be smart about it. Be¬ 
ing younger, we felt we could change the 
world, but growing up with this community, 
you learn it’s more realistic to hone your be¬ 
liefs and strengths within yourself first, and 
get involved with the community and under 
ground culture. 

Sam: I’m a hyper-cynical person, but I think 
there’s always room for hope. 

Lutz: I believe there’s always an inkling of 
hope. At least I want to believe there is, but 
I’m not going to hold my breath and hope 
that tomorrow all the world’s problems will be 
solved. We are only on this planet for a short 
time, yet we are able to do a lot of damage in 
that time, so it’s only plausible that we should 
be able to a lot of good as well. So you’ve 
got to try I guess. Unfortunately, I think we 
are eventually going to destroy one another. 

PE: You’re from Minnesota, which has an 
interesting political make-up. Not 
only has your state elected a former pro¬ 
wrestler as a governor in the 
past, you also have two complete oppo¬ 
sites as representatives. On one 
hand, there’s Keith Ellison, a very leftist 
black Muslim, and then 
there’s T.P. favourite Michelle Bachmann, 
who is....um, very much 
opposed to everything that Ellison is. Do 
you find that as odd as I do, 
or is Minnesota actually that all over the 
place politically? 

Sam: One thing you have to understand 
about Minnesota is that even though Min¬ 
neapolis and a few other regions around the 
state are typically very “progressive” - for 
lack of a better word - and hold strong the 
ties to the labor movement, a sea of ultra¬ 
right communities surrounds us. 

Leffer: Well, I read an article lately that ex¬ 
plained Minnesota as being a major divid¬ 
ing factor between hard-line leftists and 
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ALL of us have suffered in one way or an¬ 
other. It’s fanatical, right wing theatrics that 
have done nothing but grind everyone down. 
One thing that we all have seen through the 
ages, be it personal experiences or in history 
books, is that most of humanity will see this 
burn out with time and go down in history as 
another “dark ages” attempt at holding back 
human evolution. Like I said, just a pack of 
spoiled rotten rich brats that can’t get their 
own way. It’s an anti-progressive movement. 
Any thoughts or attempts at advancing our 
society to bigger and better (more tolerant) 
way is a threat. 

Lutz: I don’t really have any thoughts on 
the Tea Party, other than they have their 
heads up their asses. I’m not really sure if 
it’s ‘sweeping the nation’ though. But the 
media sure eats it up. I really have no worry 
that Bachman will actually get elected, but I 
guess crazier things have happened. I think 
they will eventually fade away; I can’t really 
take them seriously. 

Sam: It’s really amazing to me that the Re¬ 
publican Party still panders to that group. 
Let’em break off and fucking drown. I don’t 
know how accurate this is, but I read an arti¬ 
cle online about a poll that was given regard¬ 
ing the Tea Party and they found them to be 
less popular among a wide variety of people 
than Atheists and Muslims. If it’s true, and 
accurate - fucking amazing. I’m honestly 
really excited to watch the Tea Party - and 
especially Michelle Bachman - crash and 
burn this election. I don’t even fucking vote, 
but the thought of intense public scrutiny 
on a group of people so oily and snakelike 
brings me nothing but pleasure. But fuck, if 
one of them were elected president, much 
less several to high levels of office, honestly 
the world would be only slightly more fucked 
up than it is now, but we’d feel the effects of it 
more immediately than we normally do. 

PE: Tell me a bit about your lyrics, and 
what you generally write about..

PE: How can we help the cause? 

DANIELLA: You can do so many easy things 
to help the cause of animal liberation. The 
first and foremost thing is - give a shit! I mean 
really, not just in theory but in action. Make 
choices every day that reflect that you are a 
conscious individual, reflect that you disagree 
with inequality and an unjust, abusive food 
system and companies-not just factory farms 
but all farms, big and small that only care about 
profit - and then do something to go against 
this and other dominant social paradigms. In¬ 
vestigate the choices you make and when you 
feel you’re contradicting your real values, then 
make a different choice. It’s simple. The bottom 
line is - if you don’t agree with the dysfunction 
of animal farming, don’t support it, don’t pay 
for it, and reject it every chance you get. The 
most effective way to do this is to go vegan. 
And there are variations of veganism that have 
even more impact than traditional veganism. 
Be a dumpster vegan. Be a grow-it-yourself 
vegan. Or be a regular food co-op/grocery 
store vegan. Whatever veganism you choose, 
you’ll be sending a strong message that goes 
against this societal monster called animal 
industry. If you believe that animals deserve 
to live free from harm, then act like it. If you 
couldn’t spend time in a slaughterhouse your- 


I first became aware of Peace Ridge Animal 
Sanctuary when Profane Existence received 
a small hand-bound DIY recipe book for 
review. I had such a fun time preparing the 
recipes for my family and reading about the 
sanctuary that I decided an interview was 
in order. This interview was conducted via 
email with Daniella, the founder of Peace 
Ridge Animal Sanctuary. Special thanks 
go to Dierdre, who created the art for the 
recipe book and for getting me in touch with 
Daniella. Here is the story: 


PE: What is Peace Ridge Sanctuary? 


Peace Ridge is a sanctuary 
where many animals have come 
after living in horrendous condi¬ 
tions. Most of the animals, like 
most in our culture, have expe¬ 
rienced neglect and physical 
abuse. Most especially, the farm 
animals who lived industrial lives 
before they were taken out of 
those situations. That’s where the 
“Peace” comes from in our name. 
Not like the hippy peace, but 
the quiet lack of torment kind of 
peace that exists here for them. 


PE: How and when did Peace 
Ridge Sanctuary come togeth¬ 
er? 


DANIELLA: Peace Ridge came 
together in 2001. I guess you 
could say it had been in the mak¬ 
ing my entire life, though. It culmi¬ 
nated after a whole lot of years seeing things 


disagree with. But at the same time, running 
a sanctuary or shelter of any type is a public 
service and in order to be able to step up to 
the plate and deal with situations where large 
numbers of animals need help, you need to 
be able to take in funds from people who 
support that work. It’s especially important to 
be able to solicit for funds when there’s an 
emergency or influx of animals that come in. 
No way in hell was I going to have to pay tax¬ 
es on the very money that was being spent 
to do this public service, which is left mostly 
to be done by the non-profit sector. Because 
animal care activities are mostly left to orga¬ 
nizations like Peace Ridge, I felt it only made 
sense to go through the process of obtaining 
the 501-C-3 status so that we could take in 
the money without having to call it “income 11 
and then pay tax on it- that would have been 
crazy. I would say that having the status has 
helped at times when we need to actively 


search for money, like with grants. Grants 


It takes 
most of them a little while to figure 
out that they’ve arrived at a differ¬ 
ent kind of farm (sanctuary) and 
once you see that they understand 
that, their personalities really start 
to develop and they begin to trust.

PE: Do you accept the help of 
volunteers? 


DANIELLA: We do have a couple 
of core volunteers. There is a 
small group of people that have 
become involved over the past 
few years that are really rock solid. 
This is what really keeps me go¬ 
ing as farm director. Without them, 
this job can be relentless and ex¬ 
tremely difficult. A small group of 
people can do big things if they 
have their heads and hearts in the 
right place. I find that veganism 
brought us all together and now it 
keeps us working together for the 
animals. 


PE: Anything else you’d like to 
share? 


DANIELLA: There are so many 
things I’d like to share because 
your readers might be the type that 
would actually think about the information and

And 
yes, many of the animals here came from 
small “family farms,” and I make this point 
particularly because there is a real miscon¬ 
ception about “small farms vs. big farms.” 
They are all bad to varying degrees and the 
end for the animals is all the same- death at 
a filthy, scary, noisy slaughterhouse. 


about farm animals. Farm animals are not 
dumb, folks. The reason we butcher them by 
the trillions is because they are easy targets 
and we are a greedy species. Someone saw 
a while back that they could make a lot of 
money doing it if they convinced you that you 
needed it. What bullshit. 


PE: How can we help the cause? 


DANIELLA: We do have a couple 
of core volunteers. There is a 
small group of people that have 
become involved over the past 
few years that are really rock solid.

DANIELLA: You can do so many easy things 
to help the cause of animal liberation. The 
first and foremost thing is - give a shit! I mean 
really, not just in theory but in action. Make 
choices every day that reflect that you are a 
conscious individual, reflect that you disagree 
with inequality and an unjust, abusive food 
system and companies-not just factory farms 
but all farms, big and small that only care about 
profit - and then do something to go against 
this and other dominant social paradigms. In¬ 
vestigate the choices you make and when you 
feel you’re contradicting your real values, then 
make a different choice. It’s simple. The bottom 
line is - if you don’t agree with the dysfunction 
of animal farming, don’t support it, don’t pay 
for it, and reject it every chance you get. The 
most effective way to do this is to go vegan. 
And there are variations of veganism that have 
even more impact than traditional veganism. 
Be a dumpster vegan. Be a grow-it-yourself 
vegan. Or be a regular food co-op/grocery 
store vegan. Whatever veganism you choose, 
you’ll be sending a strong message that goes 
against this societal monster called animal 
industry. If you believe that animals deserve 
to live free from harm, then act like it. If you 
couldn’t spend time in a slaughterhouse your¬ 
self then don’t eat the shit that comes out of 
them. There are so many people reading this 
that know instinctively what’s right and what’s 
just plain fucking wrong with all this. The obvi¬ 
ous and most helpful response is to go vegan, 
because when you’re not vegan, more animals 
get tormented. Profane Existence can help our 
cause by making your recipe section vegan 
again.

nated after a whole lot of years seeing things 
that just didn’t settle right with me. I grew up 
on and around small farms and saw firsthand 
how animals are forced to live when the peo¬ 
ple in charge of them saw them only as prod¬ 
ucts- doing as little as possible for them un¬ 
less it affected the bottom line economically. 
So in 2001, after saving up some money, I 
bought a little farm property and began build¬ 
ing, cleaning up the land, and doing as much 
as possible myself to get to where we are 
now- rescuing animals. 

PE: How are you able to maintain the mis¬ 
sion of Peace Ridge, i.e. how do you raise 
moolah? 

DANIELLA: To support Peace Ridge, we 
have to be creative. People seem to have a 
false impression that because we run as a 
nonprofit that we have money being thrown 
at us to run the place. This is so far from be¬ 
ing true-1 wish it was the case because then 
we wouldn’t have to limit our animal rescue 
work as much. Over the years it’s become 
more and more apparent that people are at¬ 
tracted to glitz- it’s a reflection of our society 
as a whole. So, the glossier the organiza¬ 
tion’s mailings, and the more celebrities that 
say you’re cool then the more money you 
take in, which by my standards are funds that 
are largely wasted on creating more glitz and 
gloss and crap that has little impact or wasn’t 
necessary to begin with. I guess my cynicism 
is coming through here, but I am unapologetic 
about it. I am happy to say that Peace Ridge 
doesn’t waste the little funds we are given, 
and we make up what we need to fund the 
sanctuary by running a market garden on 
the property selling handmade goods, and I 
work extra jobs myself to support the place 
as well. I wanted to make the point about 
waste because working in the nonprofit sec¬ 
tor I see funds being taken for granted all the 
time-especially by the big organizations-and it 
makes me really upset. Every wasted dollar is 
a dollar that people like us work hard for and 
could put to immediate good use. In light of 
this, I’d like to tell everyone out there to sup¬ 
port your local nonprofits with your time and 
money if you have it. That way you can see 
what is really going on at that organization 
and you can make your time and money work 
for the cause. 

PE: How did the decision to become a 
registered nonprofit come about and was 
it a difficult process to go through? Has 
it helped you with your overall mission? 

DANIELLA: Becoming a nonprofit was a dif¬ 
ficult decision, yes. I had mixed emotions 
about being “recognized” by a government 
agency (the IRS) whose policies I largely 


search for money, like with grants. Grants 
are hard to come by unless you are a regis¬ 
tered nonprofit. But overall, we still get by on 
the little donations that people make- which 
aren’t necessarily tax write off-motivated. 
It’s true what they say- the most generous 
people are the people with the least money 
to give. But the small contributions add up 
and still make the status necessary.

From where we are in Maine, Peace Ridge 
does get calls to check out animals in dis¬ 
tress. I often go out to check on situations 
where farmers are trying to extract as much 
from the animal as possible without providing 
enough, leaving an animal sick, starving, in¬ 
fested with parasites or otherwise in distress. 
Sometimes the animal welfare authorities will 
help and sometimes they will not. Their stan¬ 
dards are so low anyway-especially when it 
comes to judging the lack of care given to 
animals in agriculture. The organic farms are 
sometimes the worst- to everyone’s surprise- 
because medical intervention is often with¬ 
held (no antibiotics unless the animal is taken 
out of the market process) so animals are 
dying because of something that could have 
been fixed with a simple dose of penicillin. In 
this case, the best solution for the animal is ig¬ 
nored and the most equitable solution for the 
farmer is used. This is the case wherever an 
animal is being used as a commodity- don’t let 
anyone fool you! 

PE: Do the residents at Peace Ridge 
spend the rest of their lives there? Do any 
of the residents ever get adopted? 

DANIELLA: All of the animals who come here 
stay here for the rest of their natural lives. I 
figure if they were lucky enough to escape the 
fate that most animals face, then we should 
make sure they never face that again.

As usual, our side compromised and 
met them halfway... and then halfway again... and 
in the end we gave them the store. ” said Jeremy 
Bloom, from redgreenandblue.com commenting 
on what happened with RR Alfalfa. It’s a pretty 
disheartening situation and situations like this can 
make you feel pretty helpless. Well, the following 
is a first person account of the people of Maui 
standing up, not only to the University of Hawaii 
but to the beast Monsanto itself. This is Steve Hart, 
Hawaiian punk on what happened in Maui... 

Many generations ago, some say over 60, there 
lived, in Hawaiian tradition, a man, Wakea and his wife, 
Papa. Wakea is seen as the god of the sky, while Papa 
is the god of the earth. One day, Wakea fell in love 
with another woman, named, Ho’ohokukalani. They 
created a child who was stillborn, which they named 
Haloanakalaukapalili. They buried him behind their hale 
(house). At this very spot, a plant grew, called, “Kalo” 
(Taro). They soon gave birth to another son, which they 
named, “Haloa.” Haloa and his stillborn brother are 
seen as the ancestors of the Hawaiian people and in 
fact, are often called the “elder brothers.” 

Kalo and poi (pounded kalo) were a means of 
survival for the Hawaiian people and connects all the 
generations from present day to the beginning of life. 
Kalo is carefully cultivated through the use of terraced 
(lo’i) gardens, which used cool stream water to flow 
through these terraces before reconnecting with the 
stream. To see a working lo’i is impressive and to work 
in one is extremely difficult. Once the kalo has matured, 
it is harvested, and the stems are replanted into the lo’i. 
Often times, the stems are shared to other farmers, in a 
practice called, “huli.” 

In 2002, the University of Hawaii (UH) patented 
three varieties of hybridized (non-genetically 
engineered) taro. This patenting of the plant required 
farmers wishing to huli, to sign a licensing agreement 
with UH. They claimed that UH owned the kalo/ 
taro plant. UH also prohibited farmers from selling or 
breeding the patented plants and required the payment 
of a royalty and signing a licensing agreement to the 
University. Many students, faculty and kalo farmers 
protested against UH holding this patent. In 2003, UH 
began genetically engineering three varieties of taro. 
They did this quietly, without any permission or input by 
the Hawaiian people. It was only when the University 



continued to experiment on Chinese Taro. 

In 2009, a member of the Maui County Council 
introduced a bill that would ban genetically modified taro 
in Maui County. I was excited that the County Council 
would take such a step, knowing that Hawaii is widely 
used as a laboratory by Bio-Ag companies, specifically 
Monsanto, to grow GMO crops. This proposal was a 
small step towards a GMO-free Hawaii. Monsanto has 
been particularly harsh to the people of Molokai. 

When Monsanto was informed that they didn’t 
own the water rights for their fields, they let their 
recently-plowed fields to become eroded by wind and 
water and then let their fields go fallow. 

I went to the Council Chambers and heard lots of 
compelling testimony from taro farmers and anti-GMO 
types. There was also testimony from professors at the 
University of Hawaii and for some reason, Monsanto 
employees. As far as we knew Monsanto had no 
intention of growing or experimenting on taro but they 
testified saying that if we were to ban GMO-Taro, this 
would lead to more bans on GMO crops in Hawaii. 

After listening to twenty testifiers, I took some 
notes and made my way to the podium. 

I testified saying that as a UH student, the professor 
who testified doesn’t speak for all of us. I said this while 
looking directly towards him. He had claimed that UH 
had stopped experimenting on Taro. He then stated 
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and gave them to each council member. I was also 
ready to do battle with Monsanto. In the first reading, a 
Monsanto employee stated that they have never sued 
any farmers. In rebuttal, I went to the podium and said, 
“On their own website, they have a section that states 
three reasons why they sue farmers. For them to come 
up here and lie, right to your faces, they must think 
that we either must not be able to read or that we are 
extremely stupid." That got a chuckle in the audience 
and some glares from the Monsanto goons. 

We weren’t really sure how the Council was going 
to decide. That is until one of my friends got up and 
testified. In a loud booming voice, he spoke clearly 
and concisely about what taro means to the Hawaiian 
people soon thereafter, the Council convened to vote 
and passed the ban 9-0. Bill 09-100 passed with a 
landlside 9-0 victory in the Maui County Council. 

Genetically modified kalo is now banned in the 
two largest counties of Hawaii Nei (Hawai’i County 
and Maui County), including the five major islands of 
Hawai’i, Maui, Lana’i, Kaho’olawe, and Moloka’i. 

Obviously, we have a lot of work to do here in 
Hawaii, but battling with a huge Agro/Chem giant like 
Monsanto and winning, even a small victory felt great. 
However, we are by no means out of danger yet. I highly 
doubt that if we went for an entire ban on GMO crops 
in Hawaii that Monsanto would be as ineffectual as 
they were at the Maui County Council. Unless they are 
really incompetent, I expect a bigger and much more 
organized fight from them. 

Furthermore, the State of Hawaii is pro-Big Ag 
and we will not be getting much help from them, even 
with a new Governor coming in. That doesn’t mean 
we’re going to stop fighting. 

GMO-Free Hawaii is growing rapidly and food 
insecurity in Hawaii is a major concern. Many of us 
are looking to grow more of our own food rather than 
using expensive imports. And of course, the more that 
we farm Hawaii, the closer a connection we have to the 
roots of Hawaii and Hawaiian culture. There is a phrase 
that is often used by local farmers: MDlama aina, or 
take care of the land. If we take care of the land, the 
land will take care of us. I realize that this sounds like 
hippie garbage, but this goes further much further than 
a hippie platitude. In Hawaii, where the growing season 
is year-round, it should be readily apparent that growing 
food for ourselves should be a priority. Growing GMO- 
food that is not fit for human consumption is a waste of 
valuable, finite resources. 

Living in Hawaii has given me a chance to put 
into practice what a lot of punk rock bands have been 
singing about for the past 30 years. Taking on huge 
multi-national corporations and calling them liars right 
to their faces is extremely satisfying. But our work here 
is not done.

ASSEMBLY OF GOD was a hardcore punk band 
from Oklahoma (none of the members lived in 
the same city, they all met in Oklahoma city to 
practice). Chad from BROTHER INFERIOR 
sang and played guitar, with the Drummer of 
BURNPILE and the Bassist of SUBSANITY. 
Burnpile being a fast SEHC band, Subsanity a 
grind band and BROTHER INFERIOR a punk/ 
he band you can see that there are several dif¬ 
ferent musical influences coming together on this 
release. That said, I would liken the sound mostly 
to the last BROTHER INFERIOR material, which 
was much faster and more aggressive than the 
earlier more anthemic stuff. 

AUS-ROTTEN Fuck Nazi Sympathy 7” $3.50 

Havoc Records best selling record to date with 
over 20,000 copies pressed. AUS-ROTTEN was 
one of the best punk bands or the 90’s for two 
reasons. 1. They play excellent hardcore punk 
in the tradition of DISCHARGE, the VARUKERS 
and CHAOS UK 2. They make the connection 
between punk and radical politics in a clear and 
understandable way. That is to say, AUS-ROT- 
TEN’s politics are right up front, but phrased in 
an accessible fashion rather than obtuse intellec- 
tualisms or a PC sermon. AUS-ROTTEN’s popu¬ 
larity brings to mind the days of DISCHARGE, 
Conflict and the Subhuman when political punk 
bands were just as well known and liked as com¬ 
mercial bands. Fuck Nazi Sympathy is a chal¬ 
lenge to the punk scene not to tolerate Nazis and 
Fascism in the scene. Tuesday, May 18, 1993 
is a stark indictment of the genocide in Bosnia 
showing how little humanity has learned from the 
horrors of the Holocaust..

After AUS-ROTTEN broke up, Corey and Eric 
decided to start a new band with a more hard¬ 
core direction. Adding Bill Chamberlain of the 
PIST/REACT/BROKEN on guitar solidified their 
line up. Tragedy struck when their first drummer 
was injured in a car accident and was no longer 
able to play drums. Enter a borrowed drummer 
from SUBMACHINE (later to become the perma¬ 
nent drummer) and the result is a band whose 
components are some of the most experienced 
and dedicated punk musicians in the Eastern US. 
Corey gave me a CAUSTIC CHRIST demo when 
he was in town with the UNSEEN and I liked it. 
But when I saw them open for DS 13 at Mr. Ro- 
boto in Pittsburgh I knew I had to put out a record 
by this band. CAUSTIC CHRIST play sick heavy 
hardcore that I would best describe as a cross 
between early CORROSION OF CONFORMITY 
and Swedish crust core like WOLFBRIGADE 
and SKITSYSTEM. Fans of crust and fast 80’s 
style hardcore will no doubt both like this 7” as it 
bridges the two genres perfectly. Lyrics deal with 
aleination from dead end jobs, destruction of the 
environment and the horror of everyday life in 
21st century society. —Felix Havoc 

CHOOSE YOUR POISON Party Zone 7”

CIVIL DISOBEDIENCE formed in Michigan 
around 1992. Their demo tape sold several 
hundred copies through Profane Existence mail 
order. I saw CIVIL DISOBEDIENCE when they 



there, many of our songs clock in at speeds un¬ 
dreamed of in ‘82. CODE 13’s music is hard for 
me to describe because we mix several different 
styles. I’m not saying we’re particularly original or 
groundbreaking, but our music was far from ge¬ 
neric as well. Simply put, we didn’t all listen to just 
one style of music so our playing wasn’t rigidly 
influenced by one style either. We mixed sing- 
a-long 80’s hardcore like early 7” SECONDS 
and YOUTH BRIGADE with fast-core like DROP 
DEAD and a touch of early DRI, Straight Edge 
Hardcore, Swedish HC/ Japanese Thrash, 80’s 
Anarcho-punk and some grind/Powerviolence for 
a fast and powerful punk sound.

13 comes from the police radio code for officer 
down and as you can guess our lyrics were heav¬ 
ily anti-police and authority. —Felix Havoc 

CODE 13 They Made A Wasteland And 
Called It Peace 7” $3.50 

Coming hot on the heels of the Doomed So¬ 
ciety EP They Made a Wasteland is sort of a 
State of the Scene Address from the hardcore 
underground. A breathless report from the front 
as hardcore experienced a massive explosion 
of popularity and renewed interest as well as 
an assault of commercialism and regressive 
attitudes. Larger political issues take a back 
seat to confronting poseurs, sell-outs and reli¬ 
gious extremists trying to corrupt the true spirit 
of hardcore. The line-up is the same as the first 
7” although we had two different second guitar 
players around this time neither stuck with us. 
Musically very similar to the first 7” fast paced 
straight ahead hardcore with a variety of influ¬ 
ences. Hardcore for the Kids and Shady Acres 
are downright melodic in the old California 80’s 
style while Armed to the Teeth is total grindcore 
and the rest are punk thrashers.

TERSEN’S ARME. Named after an elusive Dan¬ 
ish cult leader (the Jim Jones of Denmark?) this 
raw hardcore punk band took DIY hardcore cir¬ 
cles by storm with their first 7” on Kick and Punch 
Records. APA play trashy aggressive hardcore 
in the early 80’s US style. The first 7” sounded 
very much like early Dischord singles such as 
YOUTH BRIGADE, SOAand TEEN IDLES. This 
second 7” continues in the same vein but has a 
bit more of a Nervous Breakdown/Jealous Again 
era BLACK FLAG feel or perhaps like missing 
sessions from Boston Not LA. Not only is this 
7” raw and intense like sticking your hand in an 
industrial meat grinder, the songs are so catchy 
that you will be humming them to yourself for 
days after the first time you hear them. AMDI PE¬ 
TERSEN’S ARME toured the USA in the summer 
of 2002. Then broke up. Members also played in 
YOUNG WASTENERS and URO. Ex members 
of APA are now in GORILLA ANGREB and NO

I saw CIVIL DISOBEDIENCE when they 
opened for DESTROY in Detroit and was so 
impressed I asked them if they would release a 
record on my new label. The 7” which resulted 
is arguably CIVIL DISOBEDIENCE’S best ma¬ 
terial. Powerful hardcore with speed and power 
but not exactly thrash. The two vocalists switch 
back and forth rapid fire. I would compare this to 
CONFLICT around Ungovernable Force but re¬ 
ally its totally unique. This has been one of our 
most consistent selling releases even though 
it has been out for over ten years now. A lot of 
people tell me it is their favorite record of the 90’s 
or even favorite record ever. CIVIL D. later put 
out an LP on Profane Existence with a slightly 
different line up. 

CLUSTERBOMBUNIT And The Dirty Little 
Weapons 7” $3.50

Sure, 
not every band, zine, record label or venue 
will be popular enough to support their 
members, but this does not mean the scene 
should reject people who strive to earn a 
living from their art. The most successful 
projects require full time participation. If the 
DIY scene will not pay for this effort then all 
we can expect is half-assed results. 


DIY MEANS SHITTY QUALITY 

Being DIY is not an excuse for poor quality. 
If a project is sub-par then it's because it 
was poorly conceived and executed. If you 
care enough to do a project yourself, it’s 
probably because you know how it should 
be done and will take enough care to do it 
right. 


EXCLUSIVELY DISTRIBUTED BY... 

There is no such thing as a DIY label 
(band or zine or whatever) being 
exclusively distributed by a corporate 
distributor. You either are an active part 
of the DIY network or you are a lackey 
for our oppressors. 


DIY IS PUBLIC DOMAIN 

All DIY artists should also have control of the 
distribution and prices of their wares. Being 
a part of the DIY underground or following 
anarchist ideals does not give anyone the 
right to subvert anyone else's efforts to be 
paid for their work. If you don't agree with 


DIY IS A STEPPING STONE 

The DIY network exists because of a 
concerted world-wide movement to do 
away with the unfair distribution monopoly 
of the major labels and their corporate 
lackeys. It is not accepted for bands to "get 
big" in the DIY movement and then sell out 
their supporters when opportunity arises. 
Very very few people have "moved on" from 
the DIY scene and actually done anything 
to give back to the community that helped 


RECORD LABELS ARE NOT DIY 

Some people have argued that all 
record labels are exploitative and are 
therefore not truly DIY. We disagree 
with this statement. Many DIY labels 
are run by seasoned veterans with 
years of accumulated experience. Sure, 
anyone can take a few pills to cure 
their headache, but when you really 
get hurt or sick then you get help from 
a professional. This same logic can 
be applied to DIY punk and asking for 
help is totally acceptable so long as the 
relationship is mututally non-exploitative.
